The Catholic chapel of Aptos, hous- 
ing the statue of our Lady of Mt. Car- 
mel for sixty years, is to be torn 
down to make room for modern im- 
provements. The statue has attract- 
ed considerable interest since it was 
brought from Spain, where it was 
made. 

California is gradually cutting down 
its “murder-a-day” record. In 1928 
there were 369 homicides in the state, 
but figures for the past year show 
that this has been reduced to 327— 
less than one a day. During the past 
ten years a total of 3,629 homicides 
were reported in California. 

The largest and most complete air- 
plane ambulance ever designed in this 
country will be tested April 1 in the 
annual air corps field exercises at 
Sacramento, Calif. In making this an- 
nouncement the War Department de- 
scribed the craft as a _tri-motored 
plane fitted with wire “cradles,” ac- 
commodating four to six patients. Its 
crew consists of two pil@s, a flight 
surgeon and a medical attendant. 

Possibility of aviation legislation 
under which emergency landing fields 
would be laid out and maintained by 
the State government at important 
points throughout California was re- 
vealed at Sacramento. The suggested 
aviation fields might be financed 
from moneys now refunded to avia- 
tion concerns under the State gasoline 
tax law, provided they would be will- 
ing to forego such rebates in the in- 
terest of better emergency landing 
facilities on the main air lines. .Check- 
up of gasoline tax figures shows $57,- 
482 was refunded to the principal air- 
plane companies of California during 
1929. It is estimated that rebates to 
ali aircraft interests total about $60,- 
000 a year. 

Red Bluff’s new military unit, Com- 
pany &, 184th Infantry, California Na- 
tional Guard, was mustered into the 
service by Major Irwin RB. Farington 
of Marysville, major of the second 
battalion, 184th Infantry. Officers of 
the new company are: Captain Elmer 
L. Stump, First Lieutenant Donald M. 
Smith, Second Lieutenant Paul R. 
Hobson. There are fifty-five enlisted 
men in the company. 


Value of dutiable imports at Calex- 
ico port of entry in February was $57,- 
736, an increase of $5,650 over Feb- 
ruary, 1929, U. S. customs office rec- 
ords showed. Value of free imports 
dropped more than $100,000, com- 
pared with the same month last year, 
due largely, it was believed to fall- 
ing off of cotton importations. Value 
of exports for the month was $467,185, 
compared with $550,146 in February 
last year. 


A new road in Death ‘Valley, ex- 


tending from Stove Pipe Wells north { 


along the west side of the valley 
proper to Mesquite Wells and on to 


Death Valley Scotty’s home, has just} 


been completed, according to a report 


from H. W. Eichbaum, owner of Stove} 


Pipe Wells Hotel and of the toll road 
via Cottonwood Range, to the touring 
bureau of the California State Auto- 
mobile Association. The distance from 
Stove Pipe Wells resort to Scotty’s 
over this road is thirty miles, and the 
side trip can be made in approximate- 
ly two hours. The road is of the usual 
graded, dragged type, it is declared, 
and will offer no difficulties to the 
experienced desert travelers. 


Fresno’s progress in its fight for re- 
duced gas rates will be made known 
late in March when the State Rail- 
road Commission will hold a hearing 
at the Fresno Commercial Club, ac- 
cording to Mayor Z. S. Leymel. The 
city also seeks to eliminate a 70 per 
cent service charge. The Pacific Gas 
and Electric Company will seek to re- 
tain present prices and may even ask 
for a slight increase, it was  an- 
nounced. 

A transcontinental air express sys- 
tem using specially built Cargo carry- 
ing planes, powered with Diesel en- 
gines, will be put in operation, prob- 
ably within a year. This announce 
ment was made by the Aircraft Fi- 
mance Corporation of America spon- 
soring the new company, which will 
be known @s the United States Aerial 
Express lines. According to present 
pians, there will be three Pacific 
terminals of the system—Los Angeles, 
San Francisco and Seattle—with At- 
lantic Coast terminals at New York, 
Boston and a point in Florida. 

The Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe 
Railway Company was granted per- 
mission by the Railroad Commission 
to construct a house track at grade 
across Sheridan © reet, and a pass- 
ing track at_grade across Cota street 


in Corona, Riverside county. 

San Jose merchants were definitely 
lined up against the proposal to re- 
duce the parking limit in the San Jose 
business district from one hour to 
forty minutes. Directors of the asso- 
ciation voted to retain the parking 
rules as they are at present. 

The Balboa Yacht Basin Company, 
Ltd., filed articles of incorporation 
with Secretary of State Frank G. Jor- 
dan. Headquarters of the organiza- 
tion are in Orange county. The au- 
thorized capitalization was set at $50,- 
000. Directors named were Henry C. 
Grant, J. A. Beck, R. S. White, R. W. 
McClellan and Paul Mason, all of 
Balboa. 

lL. F. Wiseman of Jenner applied 
to the Railroad Commission for per- 
mission to sell the Jenner water sys- 
tem in Jenner-by-the-Sea, Sonoma 
county, to E. H. Crawford, Santa 
Rosa, for the sum of $2,000. 


Improvement of San Jose parks 
with the $50,000 surplus in the sewer 
system fund is asked by the San Jose 
realty board. A dam to store flood 
waters in Alum Rock Park for use in 
dry months is sought by the board. 

Organization of a Boy Scout Band 
is under way at Santa Rosa with the 
appointment of Charles Bourne as mu- 
sical director. Application blanks 
have been placed in all Scout troops, 
and all Scouts who play any instru- 
ment are being invited to join the 
band. 

Although underbid by the United 
States Government by 1.2 cents on 
the $155,000 contract for dredging the 
wider and deeper shipping channel be- 
tween Point Edith, in upper Suisun 
bay, and Pittsburg, on the San Joa- 
quin river, the Long View Dredging 
Company of Rio Vista is expected to 
be given the contract. Stockton is 


contributing heavily to the channel 


project, and this fact is expected to 
cause the government engineers to 
give the contreat to a private firm. 
Two hundred new students will be 
accepted by the University of Santa 
Cruz next August, it was announced 
by Father William Gianera, register. 
A certificate of public convenience 
and necessity was granted by the 


State Railroad Commission to the Pa- 


cifie Gas and Electric Company to 
exercise franchise rights for the dis- 
tribution of gas at Benicia. Manufac- 
tured gas will be served from the 
company’s Vallejo plant until natural 
gas is available. 

A flock of wild pigeons, estimated 
to exceed 1,000 birds, is making daily 
visits into Chico from the foothills 
and feeding in the fields and in Bod- 
well Park. According to old-time resi- 
dents, this is the second time in thirty 
years that a huge flock of wild pig- 
eons has visited that section. The 
birds appear in the early morning, 
feed until about 8 o’clock and then go 
back to the foothills. Late in the 
afternoon they return for their eve- 
ning meal. Since the birds are pro- 
tected by the federal migratory law 
the year round, the increasong flocks 
are causing considerable damage, and 
the cherry orchardists in the district 
are complaining of their depredations. 

Through the efforts of the Grass 
Valley Chamber of Commerce, local 
merchants will be called upon to pay 
monthly retainer fees to the night 
watchman for extinguishing store and 
display lights at night. This custom, 
invoked in the war period, when city 
finances were being curtailed, has be- 
come a burden not warranted by pres- 
ent conditions. The City Council au- 
thorized the police officers to turn off 
lights without extra rer. :eration. 

Litigation over tide land acreage, 
between North and South Vallejo, that 
has been going on for seven years, 
was virtually ended when city offi- 
cials and private owners came to an 
agreement. Under the terms of the 
agreement the city of Vallejo acquires 
a strip of thirty acres in waterfrnot 
property inside the city-constructed 


bulkhead and the balance of thirty 
acres will be allotted to private own- 
ers. There now remains only the 
changing of some minor details in an- 
swers filed by the principals, after 
which a quiet title decree will be 
asked of Superior Judge H. D. Greg- 
ory of Glenn county, who is sitting on 
the bench for this case. 

California Department of Public 
Works, division of highways, has ap- 
plied to the State Railroad Commis- 
sion for authority to construct an un- 
dergrade crossing of the tracks of 
Pacific Electric Railway at Malaga, 
west of San Bernardino. 

Endorsement of the Sacramento 
Valley Council of the California State 
Chamber of Commerce was asked in 
the campaign to bring crew races of 
the 1932 Olympic games to the Sac- 
ramento river. 

Supply of sardines on the Pacific 
Coast, particularly near Monterey 
bay, is becoming depleted in the opin-

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Diseases of Goldfish 

Fungus diseases often attack the 
goldfish, sometimes so severely that 
there is nothing to do but make a 
fresh start. One remedy for the dls- 
ease is a salt bath, using a heaping 
teaspoonful of salt to two quarts of 
water. The patient should be left for 
about a week in this solution, which is 
renewed daily. If no noticeable im- 
provement is shown in four days, in- 
crease strength of solution to about 
double, leaving the fish in this for two 
days. Then reduce the solution to its 
original proportions, after which the 
fish may be returned to the aquarium.

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ORDINANCE No. 52 


AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF 
MENLO PARK DECLARING CER- 
TAIN CONDITIONS TO BE PUB- 
LIC NUISANCES, PROVIDING 
FOR THE ABATEMENT THERE- 
OF, AND REPEALING ORDIN- 
ANCE No. 21. 


The City Councii of the City of 
Menlo Park do ordain as follows: | 

Section 1. Health Nuisances. Each | 
and every one of the following con- 
ditions, things, matters and acts is 
deemed a menace to the public health 
and is hereby declared to be a public 
nuisance, and shall be abated as such, 
to-wit:— 

(1) Decayed or unwholesome food 
bartered, sold or offered for sale to the 
public or designed or intended for hu- 
man consumption, including milk from 
diseased animals. 

(2) Any animal afflicted with or 
carrying any communicable disease 
under conditions such as to be a men- 
ace to the public health. 

(3) Any privy or toilet for the re- 
ception of human excrement or fecal 
matter existing or maintained in such 
an unclean or unsanitary condition or 
manner as to afford a breeding place 
for flies, insects or other disease Car- 
riers. is 

(4) The maintenance of any cesspool, 
vault or pit for the reception of human 
excrement or fecal matter on any pre- 
mises when there is a public sewer in 
a street adjacent thereto capable of 
serving said premises, the mainten- 
ance in any dwelling house of any 
toilets, sinks or other plumbing not 
properly vented and connected to the 
adjoining street sewer, provided, if 
there be no such adjoning street sew- 
er, then all such toilets, sinks and 
other plumbing shall be properly vent- 
ed and connected in a sanitary man- 
ner to a septic tank of approved type 
and construction; provided further, 
that pending the installation of any 
such adjoining street sewer, any exist- 
ing cesspool may continue in use until 
such public sewer is installed or for 
such lesser time until the Health Of- 
ficer may find and determine that 
the further use or existence thereof 
is imminently dangerous to public 
health. 

(5)To throw or otherwise deposit 
into any public sewer or into any 
opening, drain or receptacle connecting 
therewith, any thing or substance of 
any kind whatsoever which might in- 
jure or obstruct the same, or to pour 
or otherwise deposit therein any gaso- 
line, kerosene or other inflamable oil 
or substance whatever which might 
cause the presence of explosive gases 
in any such sewer. 

(6) ‘The burning of any bone, rags, 
feathers, offal, meat scraps, hair, gar- 
bage, rubbish or other substance or 
thing whatsoever, or the existence or 
maintenance of any condition or thing 
which causes dense smoke or 
noxious, foul or offensive odors or 
gases to SO taint the air in such quan- 
tities as to render it unwholesome or 
injurious to health, or offensive to per- 
sons of ordinary sensibilities, and in- 
terfere with the comfortable enjoy- 
ment of life or property and affect at 
the same time an entire neighborhood 
or a considerable number of persons. 

(7) HKvery accumulation of rubbish, 
tin cans, refuse, slop, suds, stagnant 
water, swill, human excrement or fecal 
matter, garbage not within a contain- 
er so covered as to prevent the access 
of flies and insects thereto, the car- 
cass or any part thereof of any animal 
which has been dead for more than 
twenty-four hours, or any other foul 
or putrid matter or filth whatsoever, 
which affords or is likely to afford a 
breeding piace for flies, insects, ro- 
dents or other disease carriers or dis- 
ease germs. 

(8) Every well maintained or used 


for the purpose of drawing water for 
drinking purposes, after the Health 
‘Officer shall have found the water 


thereof unfit or in anywise unsafe for 
human consumption and shall have 
ordered the same to be closed or filled 
up. 

(9) Any and all refuse, rubbish, 
swill, garbage, tin cans, junk or other 
discarded matter or foreign substance 
‘whatsoever, dumped, thrown or other- 
wise deposited into any public reser 
voir, stream or wate rcourse oF supply, 
or upon the banks thereof, or into 
‘any water pipe, the waters of which 
are intended or used for human con- 
sumption; committing or doing of any 
act or thing which will pollute, con- 
taminate or tend to render unfit or 
unsafe any water intended or used for 
human consumption. 

(10) Any and all buildings and 
other structures and parts thereof 
which are unfit for human occupancy 
or habitation by reason of being out 
of repair or in an unsanitary condition 
or contaminated with disease. 

(11) Any and all acts, conditions, 
occupations, things and uses of prop- 
erty which are in fact a menace to 
the public health. 

Section 2. Nuisances Affecting Pub- 
lic Peace and Safety. Each and every 
one of the following conditions, things, 
matters and acts is deemed a menace 
to the public peace and safety and is 
hereby declared to be a public nuis- 
ance, and shall be abated as such, to- 
wit:— 

(1) Any and all unsafe, dilapidated 
or dangerous buildings, walls or other 
structures and parts thereof which 
through fire, neglect, decay or for any

to the public safety. | 

(2) Any and all buildings and other 
structures and parts thereof erected, | 
constructed, located, altered or repair- | 
ed within the fire limits of the City 
of Menlo Park in violation of law or 
ordinance prescribing 
materials of construction. } 

(3) Any and all explosives, inflara- 
mable liquids or other dangerous sub- 
stances, kept or stored in any manner 
or amount contrary to law or ordin 
ance. 

(4) Any and all loud or unusual | 
noises and annoying virbrations such 
as offend the peace and quiet of per- | 
sons of ordinary sensibilities and which |

(6) Any and all barbed wire fences | 
within four (4) feet of any public 
sidewalk; all wire, twine or rope) 
fences, consisting of one or more 
strands, less than three (3) feet in 
height and within three (3) feet of | 
any public sidewalk. 

(7) Any and all dangerous, un- 
couarded machinery in any public place, 
or so operated or situated on private 
property as to attract the public. 

(8) All other acts, conditions, occu- | 
pations, things and uses of property 
which are in fact a menace to the} 
public peace or safety. 

Section 3. It shall be the duty of 
the Health Officer of the City of Men- 
lo Park to abate or cause the abate- 
ment of any and all public nuisances 
affecting the public health; and it 
shall be the duty of the Chief of Po- 
lice of said city to abate or cause the 
abatement of any and all public nuis- 
ances affecting the public morals or 
decency or public peace or safety. 

Section 4. Wherever it appears to 
the officer whose dut yit is to abate 
such nuisance vuhat there is imminent 
and immediate danger to the general 
public, or to a large portion thereof, 
in the existence or continuance of any 
public nuisance amounting to a nuis- 
ance per se, said officer may give such 
reasonable notice to the owner, occu- 
pant, agent or other person having 
control of the property, as the exi- | 
gencies of the case may allow and 
thereupon summarily abate said nuis- 
ance. Any notice given pursuant to 
this section may be oral, but if the 
owner, occupant or other person in 
control, is absent or unknown, written 
notice of the abatement shall be post- 
ed on the property aS soon as practic- 
able. 

Section 5. Whenever the existence 
of any public nuisance within said city 
comes to the attention of the officer 
whose duty it is to abate the same, 
such officer shall, except in those 
eases herein otherwise provided, forth- 
with serve or cause to be served upon 
the owner, reputed owner, or occupant 
or person having control of said prop- 
erty for the owner, a notice in writ 
ing requiring that said: nuisance be 
abated within a reasonable time which 
shall be specified in said notice but 
which shall not be less tnan three (3) 
days after service thereof, except in 
cases of summary abatement, and 
briefly stating what measures shall be 
taken to abate the same. Service of 
said notice may be made in the same 
manner as service of a summons in a 
civil action. Provided, in the event the 
owner is a non-resident of the city or, 
if after diligent search, neither the 
owner, occupant nor other person in 
control of said property can be found, 
then said notice of a copy thereof 
shall be posted in a conspicuous place 
on the property and on the Official

puted owner, or upon his agent or les- 
see, if either can with reasonable dili- 
gence be found within said city, requir- 
ing all persons to vacate said building 
or said part thereof, for the reasons 
to be stated in said order. Said build- 
ing, or the part thereof affected, shall 
be vacated within ten (10) days there- 
after, or within such shorter time, not 
less than twenty-four (24) hours, as 
may be specified in said order; but if 
at any time said Health Officer shall 
be satisfied that the danger has ceased 
to exist, he may revoke said order and 
it shall be thenceforth inoperative.

It shall be unlawful for 
any person, firm or corporation,

“Ornery” Long Employed * 
To Express Contempt 
“Ornery” and “onery” are corrupted 
forms of “ordinary.” They are dialect 
or colloquial terms meaning insignifi- 
cant, low, mean, contemptible, and 
they express a higher degree of con- 
tempt and disapprobation than “ordi- 
nary” does. “Ornary” as a contrac- 
tion of “ordinary” was a common pro- 
vincialism in England in the time of 
the Stuarts, although it is now nearly 
obsolete. We find the phrase “uppon 
ornarie time,” in the Easthampton rec- 
ords as late as 1679. In Ireland and 
the United States this form persists in 
the still more corrupted forms or “orn- 
ery” and “onery,” which were brought 
to the American colonies and perpet- 
uated largely by Irish and Scotch-Irish 
immigrants, who settled in the South 
and West. This explains the fact that 
“ornery” and “onery” are generally re- 
garded as southerisms or westernisms. 
In 1880 the New York Constellation 
published the following as a southern 
expression: “You ornery fellow! Do 
you pretend to call me to account for 
my language?”—Pathfinder Magazine.

half because bathing was considered

Only four monks could bathe In one 
day, so it took more than two weeks 
to accommodate the sixty monks in 
the monastery. No baths were allowed 
on Sunday. 

The monks had servants to wash 
them. At Westminster these setvants 
received extra food and beer on “bath 
days.” | 

The baths were taken sitting In a 
tub, instead of standing, as was prob- 
ably the secular custom at the time. 
Monks were not allowed to stay in 
the baths to “soak” after they had 
been washed 

At first, bathing was conducted in 
complete silence, but “that good cus- 
tom hag been entirely abandoned in 
these modern times” of the Fourteenth 
century. 


Idea of Broadcasting 


Fire Alarm Not Modern 


Methods of transmitting news of 
fire are very old and until about the 
middle of the Nineteenth century 
watch towers with alarm bells wer9 
maintained in American cities, After 
the development of the electric tele 
graph, reliable apparatus was installed. 
As early as 1845 Dr. W. F. Channing 
of Boston published an article in the 
Advertiser outlining a firealarm tele 
graph system, In 1850 Charles Robin- 
son used Morse apparatus for signal- 
ing fire alarms from police stations 
and engine houses In New York city 
to watchmen at tower bells, who sound- 
ed the signal of the appropriate dis- 
trict. A telegraph signal plan was 
put into operation in Boston, April 29, 
1862, New York installed a fire-alarm 
telegraph system in 1869 and by 1875 
it had reached to 75 cities. Although 
various systems are in use, that de- 
vised by Channing and Farmer and 
improved by Gamewell has been the 
one ee a generally employed in Amer- 
ica, The keyless door was patented 
by Tooker in 1875 and the automatic 
keyless door by N. H. Suren in 1895.

That may not be a dead 
loss, for there are persons who as- 
sert they like the smell of a sardine 
factory. The scales are sold to the 
manufacturers of artificial pearls. 
The fish meal is in demand in Ger- 
many and in this country. The waste 
oil is collected and utilized in the pro- 
duction of paints and_ varnishes. 
Even the tin cuttings from the cans 
are baled and shipped to England for 
reprocessing into mew sheets of the 
metal, 

Down East sardines are sent to 95 
different countries. In Java, when 
representatives sought a new market, 
the natives would have nothing to do 
with the “little fishes boiled in oil.” 
Two hundred free cases were offered 


if the prospective customers would 
| place a 1,000 case order. At last the 


deal was made. The sardines were | 
heaped high on trucks, together with | 
a band of native musicians, taken | 
from bazaar to bazaar, and sold. Thus | 
introduced, there was no further diffi- | 
culty in adding Java to the list of sar- | 
dine consumers.—New York Times.
